destroyed by the Protestants in one 
of the greatest wars of religion. The 
Huguenot poet, Theodore de Bese, 
touched off the mine that crumbled one 
of its master-columns. When Henry 
['V abjured the Protestant religion, 
the Pope imposed upon him as a con- 
dition of his pardon the reconstruction 
of the Cathedral. The king com- 
menced the present large edifice in 
1601." It was not completed until a 
long time after his death, but is ¢on- 
sidered the only first-class Gothie ca- 
thedral erected in Europe since the 
Middle Ages. 


For the recent event, this superb 
structure, 485 feet long and 182 feet 
high, was decorated with almost un- 
believable splendor, The choir wag 
hung with draperies of red and gold. 
An immense luminous ciborium, sur- 
mounted with a cross of fire, encircled 
and shed a halo about the statue af 
the Saint, placed back of the main 
altar. Garlands of white lilac were 
twined about the columns to the very 
top where they mingled with featoons 
of glycine falling from the triforfum. 
Large painted escutcheons, placed 
high up om the walls of the chapels, 
displayed the armorial bearings of the 
captains who fought under Joan of 
Are’s command, and were further en- 
hanced by fascicles of embroidered 
silk fanions reproducing the same 
coat-of-arms. The women of Orleans 
spent many months preparing these 
standards. The vaulted roof with its 
thousands of electric lights was like a 
dazzling baldachin of light. ~
